China Overland Trade Report. — 
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We see from a correspondent that on the 


Tientsin-Newchwang Jine the metals now go 
the whole way and one gets through in 3 days 
by three stages; viz, from Tientsin to Shan- 
haikuan in oneday; there one has to detrain 
and spend the night in the hotel.

Among the passengers who arrived here by 
the Tonkin was Mr. A. G, Angier, proprietor 
and editor of The Londun ond China Kaxprese, 
Who is on a tour round the world. He proposes 
to stop in Hongkong for a few days, and 
after visiting Manila and Borneo to proceed 
home via America, making short stays ‘at 
Shanghai and Japan on the way. It is fonr- 
teen years since Mr. Angier was last in China 
and, like others who have revisited us after oven 
shorter absences. he is astonnded at the immense 
progress made by Hongkong. We who. have 
been hero during its recent growth can form 
little ieea of what Hongkong, compared to what 
it used to be. 


The most important Japancse cosl-mines, 
says Le Monde Economique, ure those of the is- 
land of Kiusiu, and they furnish 87 per cent. of 
the total yield of Japan. 
is that of Muke, which has been worked since 
the yoar 1468, and which, formerly’ Gov: rn- 
ment property, is now owned by a wealthy 
company. It produces 1,000,000 tons a year, 
and its miners are recruited from a neighbouring 
reformatory.

The am-unt of co | consumed in the 
manufactures of the country has increased ten- 
fald since 1888; in that year it was 146,000 
tons, whereas in 1898, 1,543,000 tons were used 
in home industries.

Tue position of affairs in the north of China 
continues to cause ns much unensivess ag it 
has ever done, Though for the moment 
dormant, there is little doubt that the 
intense hutred of the Downger Empress to- 
wards the unfortunate Emperor continues 


with unabated venom, and that she is 


silently waiting to deliver her final blow, 
which, if delayed, will come at the end with 
all the greater malice. Nominnally the young 
Emperor still sits on the dishonoured throne 
of his ancestors, but everything is being 
done to lower its pre-tige and (o treat him 
aga mere iutruder and usurper, while the 


_ Palace is filled with the most contemptible 


of men, who:e sole recommendation is sub- 
servience to her whim of the moment, what- 
ever it may be. And the Empress Dowager 
and her satellites are so little acquainted 
with the firet principles of authority that 
they fail to perceive that the very steps they 
are taking, in the vain hope of relieving 
themselves from the pressure of an approach- 
ing civilisation, are, one and all, hastening 
the dissolution of the Empire, Outrages on 
subjects of powerful states, though at the 
time they may seem a glorious agser- 
tion of independence, and may for a 
while go unpunished are he ping up 
materials for a conflngratior, which once 
started will be unextinguishable till the 
fabric of government is swept away, It wna 
outrages of this sort which led to the first 
war of 1842, and the opening of the five 
ports, . A renewal of those outrages led to 
the second and third wara., and the opeping 
of the northern and Yangtkze ports. The 
massacres in Syechuen and Fuhkien led to 
still farther demands and the attempts to 
oust the Japinese from Korea only ended 
in the loss of Formosa and Shingkings Out- 
rages in Shantung led to the establishment 
of Germany in Shantung, and thisyto a 
military occupation by Russia of Manchuria 
and Linotung, the cession of Weihluiwei 
to England, and,as a counterpuise, of K wang: 
chow to France. All these events! have 
happened within the lifetime of the Empress 
Dowaaer, aud might have been supposed 
encugh to have taught ber and favourites 
sufficient wisdom to have dissuaded them 
from carrying on so losing a game. There 
seems, however, to attend the old age of na- 
tions, as of individuals, a period of dotage, 
when old habits become tyrants, and reason 
grows tov feeble to arrest the inevitable 
decay. When China was young aud vi- 
orous ber envoys and ships were to 
Be found all over Asia; she carried 
her trade even as far as Zavzibar 
and the Enst Coast of Africa, and met 
on equal terms the Arab merchants, 
then the great traders of the world, She 
had then no pro nor anti-foreign party, aud 
the wayfarer from abroad was hospitably 
received in her porte. While such is the 
aspect of Chinn towards foreign nations, at 
home the prezent pretence ov: government is 
insidionsly sapping the foundations of law 
and order. Hoth in the north and io the 
south it has been utcensingly fanning the 
flame of dis:flectiun. The mob in China, 
like the meb in every country under the 
gun. cares tor nothing but plunder, it is

as it is in other quarters to arouse its 
instincts against the Jews but the first taste 
of blood changes the willing toul into a wild 
unthinking beast.

Viceroy has even in 
his life taken to restore his province to 
order It is through Shantung, however, 
that the elements of disorder are most 
widely scattered. Twelve years ago Shan- 
tung was probably the must contented and 
best governed province of the eighteen. 
Life and property were secure, and the peo- 
ple contented. Now we fiud the entire pro- 
vince n hotbed of faction. The people are 
turned jone against another; fio man’s life or 
proy.erty ia safe from day to day, and 
government is openly defied. The result 
of all this is that one foreigner has been 
burbarously murdered, and the lives of a 
few more have been jeopardised. But, even 
from the point of view of the Empress 
Dowager and her supporters, this has been 
dearly purchased by the destruction of life 
and property amongst the people at large. 
The wolf once let loose has net confined his 
attention to the black sheep, but has carried 
slaughter through the flock and now openly 
threatens the shepherds with whose con- 
pivance he gained entry into the fold. Such 
a state of affairs has ever ended in destruc- 
tion, and a-government founded on raping 
and plunder carries within itself the ele- 
ments of dissolution. This, there is no 
secret, is the renl renson why governments 
like France and Russia abet the Empress 
Dowager; and without their support, it is 
also no secret, the present mcustrous fabric 
would frll from its own innate rottenness. 
Unfortunately China in her long political 
eaveer hus never evelved any self-acting 
check on misrule, and the sole remedy has 
ever been rebellion or conquest. The al- 
ternativesare not pleasant to contemplate, but 
the crimes of the present régime ure rapidly 
making one or other inevitable. 


THE GOVERNMENT AND THE 
MOBIN CHINA.

There is little doubt from what we have 
seen that the present impasse in China is 
really the result of the policy adopted two 
centuries ago. Nations do not rapidly fall 
into decay; and to the student of history 
who is accustomed to sift the evidence of 
human actions there will seem little doubt 
that even in the more powerful days of the 
Ts’1na dynasty the seeds of dissolution 
were already sown, The government has 
been one of distrust, and the Mancbus have 
been from the beginning « foreign element. 
They were. however, crafty enough to see 
how admirably the system of ConFucrus, 
ginended by Cau Hy, could be made to serve 
their end, and this, and not any admiration 
for the system itself or consideration for 
Chinese ideas, was the inciting motive for 
the acceptation by the Manehus of the 
Chinese philosophy in its entirity. In this 
affuir the Chinese became willing slaves ; 
and remuined all unconscious of the fetters 
they had forged for themselves, So now, 
consistently enough, when at this last hour 
the Manchu party are seeking to tighten 
their grip on an unwilling people, it is by 
returning to the mind-constricting policy of 
Cuv Hi and invoking the prejudices cf the 
official class that they hope to effect their 
purposes. It is this fact which, unconscious 
of its motives, the Powers most anxious to 
promute the disintegration of China have 


cumstance that it is notoriously to the 
instigation of the -Russophile party that-the 


supercession of the Emperor is due. ‘In 
this respect the position of affairs ingPoking 


at the moment is not very unlike «what it 
was in the last-days of the Mines, when: the 
prugress of the Manchu arms was fostered 
more by treachery within than by prowéss 
without. This, too, explains the uncompro- 
mising hatred towards England displayed 
by the Dowager Empress and her entourage. 
It ia no secret that the French Government 
has been sedulously supplying the Empress 
Dowager, through the TsunaLt YAMEN, - 
with false telegrams carefully concocted at 
Paris with the assistnnce of the notorious 
Dr. Lervps. We have become used to'the 
value of these and have learned to rate them 
at their proper value. There is unfortune 
ately too much reason to suspect that only 
the milder are permitted to rench the public 
guze, while others even more truculent 
are carefully sent to the TsuNGLI YAMEN, 
where they are gladly ‘received. ‘The idea 
that England may be left out of considera- 
tion altogether was doubtless at the bottom ~ 
of ihe coup intended fur the Chinese New 
Yeur. It ix also the nctunting motive in the 
outrages that have occurred in Shangtung, 
und we may, we fenr, nttribute to a like in- 
apiration th. last outrage in Yunnan. It is 
now within a few days a quarter of a cen- 
tury since Maraary, on the 21st February, 
1875 was murdered nt Manwyne, There 
was at the time no-reason to doubt that 
Peking was deeply. compromised in the 
affair, but unfortunately our minister 
at Peking was more bent on exonerating the 
Chinese Government than in obtaining: 
securities for the future, and was led into 
the farce of the ‘* Chetoo Convention.” But, 
for some time the temper of the English 
people was dangerous, and however com- 
plavent the representative at Peking 
personally was, his instructions were known, 
and we had not for some time another affair 
of the sort to denl with. It is, however 
significant that time when momenturily our 
hunds are tied should be selected for 
two such outrages as the murder of Mr. 
Brvoxes and the attack on the Boun- 
dary Commission, At present we still only 
know from the brief summary supplied from 
Chinese official sources of the occurrence 
(we quote a few more particulars elsewhere), 
and must, of course, suspend our judgment 
till fuller particulars arrive. But it is a 
suspicious circumstance that the cutrage 
should have occurred in close proximity to 
the scene of Mareary’s murder, and that 
it should have been under somewhat similar 
conditions. It is also indicative of the 
explosive nature of the agencies at work

It isa remeay which wo have ner- 
sistently ndvocated in these columns sa being 
the only one likely to meet with any success, 
Weralso think that in declining ‘the subject 
of the differential duties on junk-borne car- 
go, levied by the Hoppo of Canton, as one 
for representation the Chamber did Wisely* 
But we by no means agree with the reason 
for which it was declined, namely that it was 
of too local a nature. This question of 
differential duties is included in and ig 
covered bythe Inland Water conceasion, 
and on those grounds it was unnecessary to 
represent it separately ; but it is far from 
being a question ot purely local importance, 
It is one which affects the whole of the trade 
of South China. I¢ ig part aud parcel of 
the system carried on at the Lekin Stations 
which surround this Colany and strangle 
ity trade, which in its turn reacts on the 
great manufacturing classes of Europe and 
America. There are thuse whose who argue 
that such differential taxation js rather in- 
favour of trade than otherwise, as it enubles 
—so these theorists argue—imports to be 
laid down cheaper and exports to come 
out cheaper than‘ they would otherwise, 
It never seems to strike these political 
economists that taxation must be and 
will be collected somewhere and somehow 
by the officials of China, and that, although 
to suit his own book the Hoppo of Canton 
may lower his tariff at Canton on ex; orts or 
may give orders to the Commassioners in 
charge of the various Lekin stations on our 
borders to lower the tariff on a certain com- 
modity of import and thus divert them from 
foreign to native craft, itis only that he 
may be iu a better position to put the screw 
on further inland, where there ig no chanee 
of foreign interference. The merchant at 
Canton can, it is true, get his goods ata 
cheap r rate if he takes delivery here from 
junk—due, of course, to the lower taxation — 
but how much have those goods paid before 
reaching Canton? Or, in the ese of junk- 
borne imports, how much do they pay after 
leaving Canton? The undefined  ts’odi 
awniting goods at their destinations; the 
resteictions placed on the use of outward 
transit-passes, compelling the owner to eX: 
port uot only the quantity, but the actual 
goods brought down under it; and the taxa- 
tion which is levied under the name of pro- 
ducer’s tax, at the place of production~-all 
prevent the sesurity which these documenta 
shoul give being taken advuntage of, nnd 
enable the Chinese ofticials to carry on the 
system uctuully in use. We are not here 
coucerned with the smaller ix3uc—na uely, 
wiecher Jritish ships ure placed at a disad- 
vue «compared with native crate, 
although that ia itself isa serious and grave 
evil—but with the main question, whethor 
trade at large is beuefitted by a dual system 
of Custom House. [tany individaal or body 
of tndividuals can seriously argue that such 
is the case and that the loss, which must iu- 
evitably lotluw the springing up and down 
ofa tariff, does not £.ll on aff those having 
any usiness relasions with the country 
practising it, we are quite cuntent to leave 
them iv full possession of their views. But 
such is not the attitude of the commercial 


men of this Colony, nor, we think, of anyone 
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from Kaneu to the Gult of Pechili is known 
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else when the plain iseues are brought . 
before them, It ts in order that these 

issues may be clearly brought torward that 

we have udvocated the formation of a local 

committee here, formed from the Govern- 

ment Officials, the Mercantile Community, 

and the Uonsular Body, who should be 

armed with powers to wake a full and 

searching «enquiry into the various matters 

dealt with in our article of the 24th of last 

month and to lay the reeult before the 

Public and the Government--fully prepar- 

ing both for the coming question of Tariff 
Revision. The Shanghai Chaniber should be 
invited to co-operate and u joint representa- 
tion be made by the whole community of 
the Far East to the Government at Home, 
Influential and capable men, ws we podiuted 

out, should be nutharized to represent these 
views tothe public bodies in England and 
through them to bring picssure to bear on 
the Government. Not so long ago H. M. 
Minister pouitsted out in hiss; eech in Landon 
that the merchaut must rely upon himself. 
It will be well to take him at his word.

CHINA AAD HE. MINES.

(Daily Press, 2nd March.) 

Twat there is a great field for development 

in the mineral resources .of the Far East, 

no one who has studied the question will 

be prepared to deny. The north of China 


en 


to have aboundant stores of coal and i-on, 
and in the ranges buttressing the elevated 
latesu of Mongolia the precious metals, 
ead, and copper also occur at frequent in- 
tervale aud in localities even now readily 
aceessible. The people at large are well 
aware of the fact, und would gladly wel- 
come the opening of mines. No trouble has 
been excited over the working of the coal 
seams at Tongshan and Linsi, and the people 
of Chihli, so far from raising objections to 
the lines of railway already open, have in 
the short time since their construction be- 
came so habituated to them that railways 
now form an important feature in the or- 
dinary every-day life of Chihli, So with 
regard to mines there is no innate feeling 
against their being worked. In the earlier 
periods of historical China their utility was 
recognised an‘! abundent evidence of eerly 
workings remains. In North Chihli and in 
Shantung under the Mino dynasty mining 
was carried on extensively under the auspices 
of the Government, and abundant remains 
of the old workings may iu several districts 
be noticed. With the incoming of the 
Ts’tnG dynasty a charge was seen. The 
new Manchu rulers had not sufficient con- 
fidence in the people whom they had con- 
quered to permit any extensive associations 
to be formed, and it was, hesides, part of the:r 
sett'ed policy to prevent that free intercom- 
munication without which no mining ou an 
extensive scale can he profitably carried on. 
Not only does no engineering work of any 
consequence owe its initiative to the Ts'INas, 
but direct mearures were takcn to prevent 
the upkeep of such work. The roads and 
canals were permitted everywhere to fail 
into decay, or none but the most necess- 
ary repairs were exccuted, and these were 
mainly confined to the Grain canal for the 
supply of Peking. The government saw 
that it could use the old Confucianism which 
it adopted to further its ends of reducing the 
people toa common level, and it adraitly 
encouraged such a rendering of the old 
saws. It made use of the superstition with 
regard to fengshui to ‘prevent guterprise, 
and consistently checked ever effort to 
get out of the heaten track. Such was the 
condition of China in the enily part of the 
century when the European nations com- 


menced to cast longing eyes towards the new 
fields of adventure being gradually opened 
up in the Fur East. China had enjoyed for 
go many years the premier position in 
Eastern Asin that she came to occupy an 
intellectual position ot unlike that of 
Rume in Europe before the 16th century ; 
the neighbouring peoy les not only acknow- 
ledged her political supremacy but enme to 
lcok upon ber as the fountainhead of 
culture. The Imperial system of China 
beentne indeed the model of administration 
from Korea wo ihe Malay peninsula. The 
philosophy of China was taught in’ the 
schools; and the repression of private in- 
tercourse, and the elevation of the bureau- 
crucy became the aims of the various go- 
vernments. Korea held on longest to her 
slavish subservieucy, while Japan, on the 
other hand, inhabited by a more lively 
people, was the tirst tothrow off her thraldom. 
Japan, unwillingly yielding to for ign 
pressure at first, soon found the menns to 
assimilate tho-e elements which had ren- 
dered the arms uf Europe superior to her 
awn. Mines were opened, railways built, a 
new army and anew navy created, Not so 
with China. What she might have done ander 
levitate sovereigus may remain a meot 
question, for, as a fact, her government fell 
into the hands of a feeble regency, to which 
succeeded the rule of an intriguing con- 
cubine. The traditional policy of the T’srnus 
appealed to her instincts, and repression of 
enterprise of every sort became the 
stereotyped, because the easiest, line to 
pursue, Almost by accident a tramway 
from a coal mine to a shipping station 
vrew into a trunk railway _ line, 
and had the goevernmant had sufficient 
foresight to carry out the policy this 
inaugurated it might have kept amongst 
its own people the development of mines 
and railways as effectively as hag Japan. 
Unfortunately its jealousy of its own peapie 
interfered, while the result of its needlessly 
provoked war with Japan showed its utter 
weakness. Meanwhile the foreigner ‘was 
knocking at the door, The concessions 
which naturally would have pagsed in any 
regulated country to individuals, were now 
clamoured for by nations; France and 
Russia untortuniutely taking the lead. 
What might have been etfected by a few 
private individuals without damage to the 
stite, came to he demanded by nations as 
as ievers for the disiutegration of the 
Empire. This is the unfurtuvate position 
that Li Huna-cxanc's crafty and ignoble 
policy f balancing oue nation against an 
other lias ended in. Creat Britain was 
pressing reforms, and a general opening up 
of mines and raulways., Lt was not denied 
that they would be advantageous, but 
they were inconvenieut, and Lia, who had 
made himself particukirly convenient to the 
IEypress Dowager, was bitten with a 
special Anglophobia, So, like weak rulers 
in all ages, he sought to excite jealousics 
among the fureigu Powers, and fuund in 
Russia u powerful counterpoise to England. 
But Russia required in tits game to be paid, 
and exacted to the utmost her pound of 
flesh. It was the old story, the vultures whu 
had been waiting fur the quarry to die, lust 
patrence and rushed on their prey. . Mean- 
while in this greedy rush nothing is done, 
but a vist heap of rights to be ussumed one 
diy has been catsed. Unfortunately tor 
China she has not been discriminating in the 
distribution of her rights, aud has been 
granting them in duplicate and triplicute, 
till ner consent has come to be a matter of 
so little moment that they are openly 


quarrelled over between the representatives 
Such is the state uf China

aud her concessions, at the moment. 
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THE CASE OF KIAG LIKN-SHAN, 


(Daily Press, 27th February.) 
GRAVE news is réported from Maeno, to the 
effect that Kina Lren-Suan, the ex-manager 
of the Imperial Chinese Telegraphs, has 
been arrested there and will be handed over 
to the Chinese authorities, -K1Na, it will. be 
remembered, was the man who sent the tele- 
gram from Shanghai urging the Enipress 
Dowager not to depose the Emperor Kwane 
Hsu. We repens, here the terms of that 
telegram, which (hs signed by Kino Lren- 
SHan and 1,231 others :—- 

« When we received the edict of the 24th 
‘instaut, in which the Emperor proj: sed 
“to abdieate on account of illness, we were 
“amazed, and the mandarius, gentry, and 
“ merchants from all the provinces residing 
‘in Shanghai became full of anxiety and 
“discussed the matter everywhere in the 
“streets. We, therefore, wire to you to 
“beg of you to be loyal and faithful, and 
‘Con behalf of the uation to implore the Em- 
“peror not to think of abdicating, though 
‘he should be unwell, su that the Empress 
‘“Downger at her advanced age may not 
“have the extra burden of ruling a dis- 
“tracted Empire, and so that the spirits of 
“our aucestors may be at rest and the people 
“live in peace.” 

Kina Lren-Sxay is one of the chief pro- 
moters of Telegraph Administration in China, 
und is a strong supporter of the Natural 
Feet Society, the Shanghai Girls’ College, 
and other good causes, beside beiug a very 
charitable man generally. ‘T: e news of his 
urrest ig not yet confirmed, and, but for the 
appearance of truth in the form in which 
the reports reaches us, we would hesitate to 
believe that the Portuguese authorities can 
he so base as to consent to his surrender 
into Chinese hands, Such a surrender 
means nothing less than death, The influ- 
euce of everyone interested in the future 
welfare of China should be exerted to pre- 
vent this crime, which is only «nother in 
the long list standing agninst the names of 
the Empress Dowager and her favourites. 
China can ill spare any good man just now. 
Still less can Portugal afford to be associated 
with the bloodthirsty tyranny of Chinx’s 
present rulers. Such a subservience would 

reeall the early days of Macao’s history, 
when there was at least the excuse for ser- 
vility that China had then the power to en- 
force what she can now only demand.

ARREST OF KING LIEN-SHAN IN 
MACAO.

We have been favoured with the following 
fuller details about the arrest which we an- 
nounced on the 27th of King Lien-shan. late 
auperintendent. of the Shanghai branch of the 
Imperial Chinese % elegraphs 

King was, arrested in Mavxo oh Satur- 
day last by order of an_ediot issued at the in- 
gtauce of the Empress- Dowager, for the offence 
that he transmitted a legram to the Tsungli 
Yamen signe! by over 1,200 persons, in which 
his own namo was included, praying that tho 
Emperor Kwang-bsu should retain the Dragon 
‘Throne and should have full power in the ad- . 
ministration of the government. On learning 
that bis arrest was decided upon King Lien- 
shan left his post in Shanghai and proceeded 
to Macao under the impression that a Western 
civilized government would give him protec- 
tion. His position is now as follows, and we 
bave it on the best anthority. 

Lo Hok-shan, who is well known in South 
China as a man who made large amounts in 
ruuning the Waising Lottery in Canton, and 
afterwards bought the rank of Taotai with 
part of the money, but lost his button 
‘for a certsdn offence and was afterwards 
“wanted” in Canton by the last Viceroy, 
was |ving lately in a large foreign: house 
on the Bubbling Well Koad, Shanghai,

and was an intimate friend of the late Li 
Han-chung, the elder brother of the. present 
Viceroy. Ho has since? recovered his rank, by 
What moans it is impossible to say, and was en- 
trusted last year with a secret mission to Japan 
from the Dowager Empress, the object of which 
wa do uot know, but it was probably in eonnec- 
tion with the arrest of Kang Yu Wei. On his 
return from Japan he joined Li Hung-chang's 
staff by order of the Empress Dowager and is 
row statimed at Canton with the Viceroy. It 
is a significant fact that Kang Yu Wei left 
Hongkong immediately after the arrival of the 
Vicerory anJ his staff in the south to seek 
shelter in Singapore and afterwards in Europe. 


This same Lo Hok-shun, ia company with Lo | 


Chenk-chee—the opium farmer of Hongkong 
and gambliug farmer of Macao, and a mast in- 
fluential man with the Portuguese offisials— 
proceeded to Macao on Saturday last and war 
instrumental in the rrest of Kiug Lien-. ban. 
Lo Hok shun returned from Mucdo yesterday 
and proceaded at once to Canton with the ob- 
ject of obtaining the necessary dosuments for 
the man’s rendition. It is well known that Lo 
Hok shun is still a very wealthy man, but we 
hope and trust that the Porlugnese ‘soverument 
will see their way to give King Iien-shan that 
protection which was extended by the sister 
colony of Hongkong to Kang Yu Wei 


IMPERIAL DECREL.

News for this translation.)

“We received yeslorday a memorial from the 
Generalissimo, Jung Lu. statiag thet Tung 
Fu-hsiang, Commandant of the iCansa Corps 
of the Grand Army of the North, bavioz re- 
ceived news of the death of his mother, now 
asked permission to be ullswed to vesiga his 


post and return to his native city of Ninghsia, 
Kansu province. To this prayer we at the 


‘time gave spacial purmission to the said Tang 


Fu-hsiang to retire juto mourning one hun- 
dred days (after the Muochu custom —T'ransla- 
for), it not being expedient, under the preseni. 
state of affairs, for ‘Tung Fu-hsiang to return 
to his home. As au act of special grace Tung 
Fu-hsiang was also uamed acting Proviucial 
Commander-io-Chief of Kansu during the one 
hundred days of his mourning, the substantive 
post to be returned to him on completion there 
of. (Otherwise he would, according to custom, 
have had 8 reaign that post. also losing what- 
ever emoloments there are connected with such 
a high post.—Translator.) 

It sevms, however, that Fu-hsiang is still 
anxious te return home and complete his three 
years’ munrning, and Jung Lu this morning 
has presented another memorial to the effect. 
We commend Tung Fu-hsiang for this demon- 
stration of filial piety on his part, which speaks 
well for him, consideriug his many years of act- 
ive m litary service, and martial fame superior 
to auy general officer now living; but we must 
remind him of the duty he owes to patriotism 
and loyalty to the Throne, and in consideration 
of the present state of affairs in the country 
have ayain to refuse the said Tung Fu-hsiang 
this privilege of undergoing compiete mourn- 
ing for this parent.” 

As 4 matter of fact, says the translator, this 
persistent appeal of Tung Fu-hsiang to bs 
allowed to returo to his far-off home outside 
the Great Wall in the North-west is not 
prompted by any special filial piety or love of 
his mother, who was a stepmother, but really 
seems to have been the desire to shuw his disgust 
at the prudence shown by the Empress Dowa- 
ger and Prince Ching Tung Fu-hsiang is well- 
known to bea most. bitter hater of alf things 
foreign aud has repeatedly exhorted the Empress 
Dowager to declare war uyainst all foreigners 
in the North, staking his life upon it that he, at 
the head of his Kansu veterans alone, would be 
able to clear Chibli proviuce and the Imperial 
prefecture of Shuntieufu (Peking) of all for- 
eiguers and enemies of the Empress Dowager, 
if she would only allow him to do so. ‘Lhis 
bombastic proposition being iguured, ‘Tung -u 
hsiang has taken the opportunity of the death 
of his stepmother to show his displeasure.

On this state of facts the following questions 
arisy for decision. Tu the first place it is cons 
tended on behalf of the Applicuut that the 
Articles of Association under wh ch the Com- 
pany purports to act io refusing to register the 
traosfer are altogether i.valid. Tha ground 
for this contention is that thea Articles were 
defective in their inception in not complying 
with the requiremouts of the Companies Ordin- 
aneca, [865, as to their mode of execution, and 
that their registration was therefore improperly 
made and canuot give them validity, Chen it 
ix said that, if these Articles are not operative, 
the regulatious contained in Table A of the 
First. sehedule to the Companies Ordinance, 
IX65, apply to the Gomp4uy, aud ander those 
regilations the right of the Applicint to have 
the transfers reyistered is  uuquestionable. 
Mr. Francis for the Company adoiits that 
this latter contention is well founded. But it 
is further urged on bebalf of the Applicant 
that. even if the Articles of the Company are 
valid. the Applicaut is antitled, ou a proper con- 
struction of them and in the circumstances of 
the case, to Lave the transfers resiatered, while 
ou the part of the Company it is contended 
that, ou this construction and iu these ciroum- 
stances, the compauy have bond fide acted with- 
in the powers conterred by ther Articles in 
refusing such registration and (he Conet will 
not interfers with them action. 

Jt is clear that the fiest and most important 
questiou tu be determined is, what is the real 
position of the Articles of Association of the 
Company ?—are they valid or iavalid ? 

In cousidering this question it will. be conveni- 
ent to set out in the first place the statutory 
provisions relating to the registration of me- 
morioda and articles of association. and then to 
state the facts relating to the ragistration of 
these particalar articles. 

By section 6 of the Companies Ordinance 
865, 1( is enacted that “any seven or more per- 
sous assuciated for-any lawful purpose, except 
that of carrying ou the business of banking, 
may by subseriblag their nawes toa memoraudum 
ot association und otherwise complying with 
the requisitions of this Ordinance in respect of 
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registration, “form an incorporated company, 
with or without limited liability.” 

Section 11 enacts that “the memorandum of 
associatiou shall be signed by each subscriber in 
the presence of and ba attested by one witness 
at thy least. It shall, when registered, bind the 
company and the members thereof,” atc., ete. 

By section L+ it is provided as follows :—‘* The 
memorandum of association may, in the caxe 
of a company limited by shares, and shall, in 
the case of A company limited by guarantee or 
unlimited, be accompanied, when registered, by 
articles of association signed by the subscribers 
tu the memorandum of association, and pre- 
scribing such regulations far the company as 
the subscribers to the memorandum of associa- 
tion deem expedient,” etc., etc. 

Section 16 prescribes that “the articles of 
association shall be signed by each subscriber 
in the presence of and be attested by one wit- 


- ness at the least, and, when registered, they 


shall bind the company and the members there- 
of,” ete., etc. 


By section 17 it is enacted that the memo- 
randum of association anud+the articles of as 
sociation, if any, shall be delivered to the 
Registrar hereiuafter mentioned, wh» shall 
retain and register the same, 

‘here is no question 
present case that the memorandum of 
association of the Company was uot iu 
regular form or uot duly registered. But 
with regard to; the articles of association 
it appears that, although they were in print, 
they were not signed by any of the subserbers 
to the Memorandum of Association. and of 
course there was uo attestation. These omis- 
sions unfortunately ese:ped the uoricy of the 
Acting Regisirar, aud he accordingly registered 
the Articles. Apparently he attached them ito 
the Memoranda of Association by meaus of a 
metal paper fastener, al Lhe same time marking 
them with his name and the date. On the 
completion of the registration proceedings, he 
gave a certificate of the incorporation of the 
Company, bearing date the 4th March, 181. 
I find on the evidence before me that the Arti- 
cles of Association so registered have ceen in 
use by the Company from that date until the 
present time. 

‘If tis wore all, [ think the case would be 
free from difficalty. ‘Lhe laugaage of the 
Orliuance with respect to the signing aud 
atiastaliou of articles uf association is express 
aud imperative, and | aw of opinion that no 
amouat of uses or acquiescence could inake good 
auy failure to comply with the plain aud positive 
provisions of the Urdinauce, But this is not all. 
We Lave to consider what is the effect of the re- 
gistration and of the consequent inc -rporation 
of the Company in relation to these things. By | 
sevtion LY the Registrar is required, on the 
completion of thy registration proceedings, to 
giveacertificate of incorporation, aud thereupon 
the sabscribers of the nvmorandum of associ- 
ation and the future members of the com pauy 
became a body corporate; and the s-ction con- 
cludes with the following words :—" A certifi- 
cate of the ipcorporatiun of any company given. 
by the Registrar shall be conclusive evidence 
that all the requisitious of this Ordinance in 
respect of registration have been couplied 
with.” 


The question then is, what is the effect of 
this provision upon the state of facts in this 
case ¥ . Does it operate to make the Articles of 
Association of the Company, which were defec- 
tive and not proper to be registered. valid aud 
effectual? [ confess that. to my mind, ona 
plain coastruction of the words, they have this 
effect. It seems to me that the Legislature 
intended by them to declare that when a com- 
pany has received its certificate of incorporation 
itis to be taken by all the world as fairly launch- 
ed, and that it is uuuecessary for its members and 
persons dealing with it o make inquiry whether 
all the proceedings prelimiuiary to its launching 
have been regolarly couducted or not. Bat the 
matter is not sosimple us this, for there are de- 
cisions of the Eaglish Courts as to the effect 
of the corresponding euactment in the Imperial

Act of 1862 which it is difficult, or, indeed, as | 


it seenis to me, impussible, to reconcile. I will 
refer to these decisions in their proper order. | 
The first case is In re the Northumberland 
aud Durhan District Banking Company, 2 De. 
G.and J. 357, whioa was decided in 1858 with 
i § 


reference to the similar provision contained in 
section 115 of the Joint Stock Companies Act, 
1856. There Lord Justice ‘Turner said in the 
course of his judgment, at p. 371:—“ I may 
here noticé an argument which was urged on 
the part of some of the respondents, that we 
have nothing to do with the question whether 
this company was authorised to be registered or 
not; that it was sufficient that the company 
was in fact registered, and that the certificate 
of registration is, by the 115th section of the 
Joint Stock Companies Act, 1856, rendered cou- 
elusive. I notice this argament only for the 
purpose of laying it entirely out of the casa. 
I€ tho company was not authorised to be regis- 
tered, I take it to be quite clear that the certi- 
ticate of registration can be of no avail.” 

In re Warned’s Banking Company, Peaol's 
Case, 2 Ch. '-74, was decided in 1867. It was 
argued before Lords Justices Turaoer and Lord 
Cairns, but in consequence of the death of Lord 
Justices Turner, Lord Cairne alone pronounced 
judgment. It was an appeul motion, by Mr. 
William Peel, to discharge an order of the 
Master of the Rollsrefusins to rectify the reyis- 
ter of shareholders of Birned's Banking Com. 
pauy, Limited, by removing the appellant's 
name therefrom. It appeared there that, when 
the memoraudum of association of the company 
was brought to the Registrar of Joint Stock 
Companies for registration, it was objected to 
by him as being too wide iu its terms, whece- 
upon the bearer of it, then and there, without 
comulunication with the persons who lad signed 
it, made alterations to remove the objectious of 
the Keyistrar, who at once registered it in the 
altered form. Now here was a plain violation of 
the express words of the Act; the memorandum 
of association, as registered. was uot really 
sigued by any of the subscribers. Yet it was 
held that, although the couduct of the Repris- 
trar, in knowingly registeriug a document 
which lad been thus alterel, was most ceusur- 
able, the company was duly coustitutwdl, the 
certificate of registration being, under section 
13 of the Companies Act, L802, conclasive 
evidence that the reynisitious of the Act 
had- been complied with. Ia his judgment 
Lord Cairns made the following striking 
observations, at paye U81:—" As it was. this 
soleimu and important document was altered in 
the office of the Registrar, with the conseut 
of his deputy, and apparently not without the 
suction of himself, al ered so as, iu fact, to 
sibstitute for it a document materialiy ¢.ffersnt. 
the execution attached to th former docum -nt 
in its oriyiual shape appearing .o be an exucu 
tien of the document in its altered state. so 
far as tha origioal parties ty the docament were 
coucerued, and so far as the document should 
be looked at up to the puiat of its registration. 
in my opinion the alteration so made entirely 
neutralised and annibilated the original execu. 
tion «id signature of to+ document. 

~ That, however, is not the question with which 
[ have now to deal. I have to decide what the 
effect of this alteration is, having regard to the 
Ixth section of the Companies Act, 1862. This 
section provides, among other things, that ‘A 
certificate of the incorporation of any company, 
given by the Registrar, shall be couclusive 
evideuce that all the requisitions of this Act 
in respect of registration have been complied 
with” The certificate was given in this case 
ia due form. Now, as [ understand the ob- 
jection of Mr. Peel, it is. that the requisitions 
of the Actin respoct of registration have not 
been complied with, and that his name ought. 
therefore, to be taken off the list of coutribu- 
tories. But, according to the Act of Parlia- 
ment, tha certificate of incorporation given br 
the Registrar is uot twersly a primd facte 
auswer, but a conclusive answer, to any such 
objection, and as it seems fo ne not only is that 
the express provision of the Act of lvarliament, 
but there is sufficient reason for such a pro- 
vision. Parliament requires, for obvious pur- 
poses of public policy, that a company of this 
description should begin by seven or more 
persons sub-cribing a memorandum which is to 
be registered ; and wheu coce the memorandum 
is registered, and the company is held oat to 
the world as a company undertaking business, 
willing to receive shareholders, and ready to 
contract eugagements, then it woald be of most 
disastrous consequence if, afterall that has been 
done, any person was allowed to go back and 
enter into an examination (it might be years

after the company had commence? trade) of the 
circumstances attending the original registra- 
tion and the regularity of (he exeoution of the 
document originally recsived by the Registrar 
‘The Registrar, if he performs his duty carefully, 

ill be the guardian of the public interest by 
spoing that the memorandum is properly 
executed and properly brought for registration ; 
yut, whether he does so or not, when once the 
dertiticate of incorporation is given, nothing is 
to be inquired into as to the regularity. of the 
prior proceedings.” 

Curiously enough, within a few days after the 
(lecision in this case, the House of Lords was 
dealing. with the same point in Oakes v. Tar. 
quand, L, R. 2H. L. 325. In that case when 
ithe attesting witness to the memorandum of 


agsociation took it for registration to the. 


| Registrar of Joint Stock Companies, the Regis: 
‘trar refused to receive it unless certain words 
in it were struck out. The attesting. witness 
congented, and the words objected to were 
struck out at once, without any communica- 
tion being had with any other person. The 
memorandum was then registered. [t was 
argued for the appellants that there had 
been no signing and registration of the 
memorandut in accordance with the statute, 
and that consequently the company had not 
been duly incorporated. But the House of 
Lords declined to accept this view of the effect 
of the alteration. The Lord Chancellor (Lord 
Chelmsford) said. at p. 354:— This objection 
strikes at the root of the company’s existence, 
for it asserts that there was po memorandum of 
association subscribed by seven persons, and, 
cousequently, that there never was any incor- 
poruted company. This, as [£ understand, is 
founded upon an alleged variance between the 
prospectus and the memorandum of association, 
which is made the ground of a separate objec- 
tian. ‘I'he short answer to this objection is 
found in the Companies Act, 1852, which, in 
thy Oth section provides that any seven or more 
persons may, by subscribing their names to a 
inémorandum of association, and ‘otherwise 
complying with (he requisitions of the Act in 
respect of registrations, form an incorpor- 
ated company. And, by the 18th section. 
upon the registration of tho memorandum of 
association, etc. the Registrar shall certify 
under his hund that the company is in- 
corporated, and a certificate of the in- 
corporation of the compauy given by the 
Keiatrar shall be conclusive evidence that all 
the requisi ions of the Act in respect of re- 
gistration have been complied with. I think 
thu certificate prevents all recurrence to prior 
matters essential to registration, umongst which 
ix the subscription of a menorandum of asso- 
ciation by seven persons, and that it is conolu- 
sire in this ouse, that all previous requisites 
have been complied with.” 

In this opinion Lord Cranworth and Lord 
Colonsay expressly concurred 

‘Lu the case now under citation Peel's Case 
supra was referred to, but ‘not on the question 
of the effect of the certificate of incorporation 
in u note it is said to have beea not reported, 
and no doubt the report of it was published 
after the judgement of the House of Lords had 
been delivered. 

This case wus followed by In re Nassau 
Phosphate Company, L. R. 2 Ch. D. 610, 
which was decided in 1896. ‘Lhers, in the 
course of proceedings for the winding-up of 
a company, it was discovered that of 
the seven persons who had signed the 
memorandum of association one was an in: 
fant. A petition was thereupon presented by 
creditors praying that the company might be 
ordered to be wound upasan unregistered com- 
pany, on the ground that the company was not 
daly incorporated and could not therefore be 
wound up a8 a registered -company. Bat Vice- 
Chancellor Hall ssid, at p. 615: —* ‘The memor. 


andum and articles of assooation having been . 
registered, are to be open to the public for the 


purpose of inspection, so that the public may be 
enabled to see by whom the memorandum was 
sigued, and what are the business, powers, and 
objects of the company. *'Thut being so, upon 
a fair and reasouable interpretation of the 18th 
section, it is-plain that the cortiticate of the 


Registrar is cono‘usive that the parties have — 


become on incorporated body.” And he held 
that the certificate: of incorporation was 
“gufficient to invorporate the compauy, not-

withstanding that one of the ssven persons was 
an infant at the time,” adding that “the 
observations of Lord Chelmsford: in Oakes v. 
‘Turquand'were clear upon that point.” . 
. The next.and last case-bearing upox{the point 
is In re National Debenture.and Assets Cor- 
poration [1891] 2 Ch.505. This case was much 
relied upon by Mr, Slade in his argument on 
behalf of. the Applicant, and- there is no doubt 
it.is a considerable authority in his favour. In 
- that case, n'a petition for the compnigory wind- 
aah of a sii Set which was already being 
wound up voluntarily under supervision, a doubt 
was suggested whether the memorandum of 
association, although it purported to be signed 
by seven persons, was not in fact signed by six 
pergons only, one of the signatories having sign- 
ed twice in different names. On the hearing 
Mr. Justice Kekewich came to the conclusion 
that this was so, and he thereupon held that the 
certificate of incorporation conld not be treated 
as conolusive of the fact that seven persons had 
signed the memorandum, and that, as in fact 
only six persons had signed it, he could not 
make a winding-up order with respect to a 
company which did not exist. In the 
course of his judgment the learned Judge 
distinguished Peel’s Case supra and Oakes 
v. Turquand eupra. He seems to have 
felt a difficulty in doing this. and, with all 
respect, I venture to doubt whether he has done 
it successfully. He also intimated a doubt as 
to the authority of In re Nassau Phosphate 
Company supra. Tho case went to the Court 
of Appeal, and that Court, not being satisfied 
with the evidence as tothe number of signa- 
tories, took additional evidence upon that ques- 
tion, with the result that they found that “ the 
evidence did not rebut the presumption which 
would be, after the certificate given by the 
Registrar, that the Act was dniy complied with 
and that there were seven signatories.” The 
Court therefore made an order for u compulsory 
winding-up. Tho question of the proper effect 
of section 18 of the Act does not seem to have 
been argued before it, and only one case is re- 
ferred toin the judgments. All the Judges ex- 
pressed the opinion that Mr. Justice Kekewich 
_ was right in point of law. But there are passages 
in their judgments which seem to show that the 
attention both of Mr. Justice Kekewich and of 
themselves was directed not so much to the 
mere signing of the memorandum of association 
bat to the larger question of the nomber 
of persons required by the Aot for the formation 
of acompany. At p. 517 Lord Justice Lindley 
says:—“ The case came ‘efore Mr. Justice 
Kekewich, and he dismissed the petition upon 
the ground that the company in question con- 
sisted of leas than seven members, and had 
always consisted of less than seven members, 
and that there was no jurisdiction to wind it up. 
His decision on that point was based on the 
construction of the 6th and (8th sections of the 
Companies Act, 1862, and although by the 18th 
section if is enacted that “ A certificate of the 
incorporation of any company. een by the 
Registrar, shall be conclusive evidence that all 
the requisitions of this Act in respect of regis- 
tration have been complied with,” it was decided 
- aslong agoas.the time of Lords Justices Knight 
Bruce and Turner, that the Registrar could 
- not by a certificate create a jurisdiction in him- 
- self so as to enable companiesito be registered to 
which the Act had no application. It is a oon- 
dition precedent, for example, that the company 
shall be registered under the Act, that it shall 
consist of seven members, and if it consists of 
four or five, the Registrar cannot, by his certi- 
ficate, incorporate the company. Mr. Justice 
Kekewich came to the conclusion that this com- 
pany had not consisted of seven members, and 
if that had been right in point of fact, his de- 
cision would have been correct in point of law.” 
At p. 519 Lord Justice Bowen says :—“‘ The 
certificate of the Registrar cannot oure a fatul 
blot which. is caused by a smaller number 
persons purporting to form a corporate body 
than the Act of Parliament niten.” 
Lord Justice Kay says, at the same page :— 
“I-am.clearly of opinion that these words at 
- the end o pre 18, ‘A certificate of the rae 
‘corporation of any company given by the 
ro lager shall - conclusive evidence ine all 
the requisitions of this Act in respect of regis- 
: tration have n- complied with,’ do not os 
“that if loss thaw seven persons subscribe their 
- ames 'to a memorandum, and by some over- 
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sight on the part of. the Registrar obtain 


registration of a pretended company so formed, 
the certificate of the Registrar shall be conclu. 
sive that that was a‘corporation. It is obvious 
that to hold that would be to giverthe Registrar 
practically the power of incorporating s com- 
pany consisting of fewor than seven members, 
whereas the Act says a company. to-be incor- 
porated under the Act. must consist of seven or 
more persons.” 


On the whole I am of opinion, after 


snxious consideration, that there are sufficient 
points of difference between this case and the 
case now before the Court to enable 
me to distinguish them. Mr. Justive Keke- 
wich and the Court: of Appeal were dealing 
with the question of the constitution of the 
company by the reqaisite number of persons, 
as evidenced, of course, by their signing the 
memorandum of association. They were dealing 
also with the memorandum of association which 
is a vital and essential document in the forma- 
tion of a company—as Lord Cairns called it, 
the charter of a company. I am dealing with 
articles of association which there was no obli- 
gation on the company to register, and with 
reference to which no such large questions of 
power and jurisdiction cau arise. But if the 
case to which I am referring is really a govern- 
ing authority in the facts of the present case, 
then I mast, though with much diffidence and 
with the deepest respect, elect to follow the 
express raling of Lord Cairns in Peel's Case 
supra and of the House of Lords in Oakes y. 
‘Lurquand supra. 

In Buckley on Companies, p. 21, there i the 
following note of an [rish case:—“ So under 
section 192 [which is similar in its terms to 
section 18) it has been held in L[reland that 
where @ railway company had been registered 
under the Act, the certificate was conclusive that 
if was a company authorized to be registered : 
Eone’s and West Clare Railway Company, 3 
L.R. Irish, 94.” This decision seems to conctfli 
with In re the Northumberland and Durham 
District Banking Company supra. 

It will be observed that there is no case 
dealing specifically with artioles of association. 
No such oase can be found. 

Two other points may be mentioned. ln the 
first place it may be asked how far is the ar- 
gument as to the effect of irregularity in the 
articles of association of a company to 
carried P Three requisites are prescribed by seo- 
tion 16 of the Ordinance with regard to articles 
of association—they are to be printed ; they are 
to be signed by the subscribers to the mamor- 
andum of Association; and the signatures are 
to be attested by one witness at the least. Let 
us suppose that articles which are duly signed 
and attested, bat are typewritten,jare registered, 
by an oversight of the Registrar. Or suppose, 
aga n, that one of the signatures of the sub- 
seribers is not attested. Is tke Court, in either 
of these cases, after a user of, say, 19 years, to 
be invited to pronounce the articles invalid 
because they were not printed or because of the 
lack of attestation? Yet I do not seo that any 
distinction can be drawn between these requisites 
of printing and attestation and thal of the 
signature of subscribers, 

In the next place there is an old saying that 
argumentum ab inconvientt pluiimum valet in 
leye. And surely if there is a case to which 
this maxim applies with especial force it is a 
case like the present, It is difficult to ex- 
aggerate the inconvenience which could be 


occasioned to a company, its officers, members, 


and customers, if if were told, after carrying on 
its business under a set of articles of associa- 
tion for a considerable number of years, that 
those articles were so much waste raper and 
had been eo from the beginning. 

T arrive then at the conclusion that the cer- 
tificate of incorporation is conclusive as to the 
due registration of the Articles of Axsociation 
of the Company, and that the Articles which 
have been put in evidence are the valid and oper- 
ative Articles of Association of the ea in 6 

This being so, it remains to consider whether 
the Directors of the Company are justified under 
these Articles in refusing to register these two 
transfers of shares, or cither of them, in favour 
of the Applicant. 

1 The Directors justify their action under 
Articles 26 and 28. These ‘Articles read as fol- 
lows :—-“ 26.—Any shareholder desirous of sell- 
ing all or any of his shares shall signify his

With regard to the shares purchased by the 


applicant from Cheng Wing Shan, it is a leged | 


by the Directors as a reason for refosing to 
register the transfer that the transferor did 
not comply with the conditions presoribed by 
Article 26 as necessary to be observed on & 
tranéfer of shares. It is clear on the facts 
thatithis isso; that the transfer was not effectn- 
ally made according to the regulations of the 
Company, and therefore that the transferer 
(the Applicant) bas no right to call on the 
Company to register the transfer, 

The case of the shares purchased from Lai 
Yuog Tak Tong is different. ‘There the trans- 
feror signified in writing to the Secretary his 
degire to sell the shares [I pass over for the pre 
sedt his offer of the shares to therCompan j 
and’ asked for the consent ard approval of tha 
Directors to the transfer. Before he received 
any answer he completed tha transfer. Tho 
Directors then refused to register the Ap- 
plicant as the owner of the shares. Tha reason 
for this refusal I have already stated. Tho 
Applicant says, in his affidavit of the 29th 
January, that he believes “the Directors or 
ame of them are actuated by improper motives 
in refusing to approve of the transfer to him 
of the said shares.”” There is no ev dence before 
me in support of this allegation, and I am 
unable to act’ upon it. I have only to consider 
whether the reason given is a legitimate one or 
not. There is nothing to show that it is not 


so; at any rate [am unable to say that the . 


Directors have exercised their right of refusal 
in an arbitrary or cuvricious manner. It would 
be a rash thing for this Court to say that their 
belief that a gentleman who is largelv interested 


in rival iusurance companies would not prove _ 
an eligible shareholder of the Company ds - 


unfounded or unreasonable. I think, there. 
fore, that th: Directors acted within their 


powers with regard also to the second set of | 
shares, and that the application with respect ‘to 


them cannot succeed. : 
Having regard to the opinions wiioh I have 


now expressed it does not eeem necessary to - 
say anything with reference to the effect of the —

HO FUNG WANG V. COHAN KIT 8HAN 
AND ANOTHER. 

This was an app-al dgainst the decision of 
the Acting Chief Justics (the Hon. W. Meigh. 
Goodmay), given in Decembor last on the trial 
of an issue as to the Statute of Limitations. 
The plaintiff in the snit sued as ad ninistrator 
Ho I Shek, deveased, the defendants bein 
Chan Kit San and 3s Kuk Sam. His Lord. 
ship, who reserve julgmont, ultimftely decided 
in the plaintiff's favour. Mr." H. E. Pollock 
(instructed by Messrs. ng hl and Bowley) 
appeared for the plaintiff and Mr. J. J. Francis,

oo (instructed by Mr. Ewens) for the defen- 
ant, - : 
Mr. Francis said that at the trial the Statute 
of Limitations was set up by the defence, and 
the issue before the court was, “assuming that 


all the facts stated in the petition are true, is 


or is not the plaintiff's olaim herein barred by 
the Statute of Limitations?’ The facts of 
the case were cleariy set:oné in the judg- 


- ment, in which the following passage ocourred : 


—It appears that Ho [ Shek died intestate 
on or about '9th June, 188: The Lottera cf 
Administration under which the plaintif€ sues 
were not granted till about 2lst June, 1897, 
that is to say seventean years after the death of 
Ho [ Shek, and this suit was not commenced 
antil 13th January, 1899, that is to say more 
than eighteen years afer such death. Of 
course, if the statute did not begin to run till 
the grant of administration to tho plaintiff, his 
claim is not barred, for-he began his suit within 
less than two years from being appointed ad- 
ministrator. Between the death of Ho I Shek 
and the grant of administration to the plaintiff, 
however, it seems that a forged will purporting 
to be that of. the deceased was produced, and 
tuat one Ho Chik Fan, the executor named 
therein, obtained probate in November L886. 
Decision was given against the defendant 
on the particular issue by the Acting Chief 
Justice on the ground that there no canse of 
action existing during the life-time of Ho I 
Shek and that no cause of action came into 
existence until after his death, and that accord- 
ing to the decision in the case of Murray 
against the Kast India Company, which had 
since been followed, no complete cause of 
action could exist such as to set the Statute of 
Limitations running until some person was in 
existence or came into existence who was cap:ble 
of sning on it. His contention was that that 
case did not apply. Mr. Francis proceeded to 
argue in support of his contention. 

Mr. Pollock followed on the lines of his ad- 
dress when the case was previously before the 
court, submitting that there was no really valid 
administration of the estate of the deceased 
until June, 1897. 

The Lordships reserved their decision.

(Acting Superintendent of’ Police), D. RK. 
Crawford, R. Cooke, aud W M. B. Arthur. 

MR, JAMES EDWARDS MAKES 
ANOTHER APPLICTION, 

The first applicstion was from James 
Edwards for a publican’s licance to sell and 
retail intoxicating liqu:'rs on the premises 
situate at house No. 25, Ves Vooux Road, under 
the sign of “ The Oriental Hotel.” 

There wag no police objection 

Mr. Cprawrorv—Am I correct in concluding 
that if this and the succeeding application are 
granted they will be additional licenses ? 

Mr. BADELEY—Yes, they are new ones. 

Mr, CrawFrorD—Lhe Justices expressed a 
strong opinion a cousiderable number of months 
ag: that there were quite sufficient public- 
houses in Hongkong. 1t don’t kuow whether 
the poprlation is increasing so much that more 
are wanted. Those premises seem to be away 
from the usual position. ; 

Mr. EpwWaBDs was called into the room, and 
in answer to the Chairman he said that the 
premises were between Centre-street and 
Westera-strest. He added that a uumber of 
European residents iu the locality had suygest- 
ed tliat he should make the application, as 
a licence in the locality would be a convenience 
to them. 

The Justices consulted together in private for 
a few minutes aod then the CHARMAN informed 
the applicant that his application had been 


' refused. 


Mr. E Warps obsorved that he ‘ad made 
four appligations for bonuses iu diff-reat localities 
and they Sad all been refused. Hoe should like 


‘ to kn w the reason. as he had oeen thirty years 


inthe colony and there had been nothing sug- 


’. gested against: his character; 
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The CHareMan said the Justices would con- 
sider. his reqnest. He subsequently said tho 
Justices bad decided not to give the reason why 
they had refused the application. 

“THE JUBILEE HOTEL.” 

The second application was from J oseph 
Robert Grimble for a publican's licence to sell 
and retail intoxicating liquors on the premises 
situate at houses Nos 15 and 16, Jubilee Street, 
under the.sign of “The Jubilee Hotel.” 

Mr. Wilkinson, who appeared for the appli- 
cant, said the two important questions ‘for the 
justices to consider in an application of that 
kind were the fitnéss of the applicant and tho 
locality. With regard to the first of these, he 
thought they would tind very little diffloulty in 
coming to a favourable: conclusion. His client 
had been for the last 20 years or so tyler at tha 
principal Freemasons’ lodges in the colony and 
was still tyler of a lodge, and that fact 
ought to convince them as to his charac- 
ter. He bad been in the colony some 30 
years. He was first in the Police Force, and 
leaving the Police Force had held Government 
appointments until last year, when he retired 0. 
a pension of about 860 a month. As to the lo- 
cality, Mr. Wilkiogon coutended that it was a 
tuitable one for a licensed houge, the Praya 
being now io precisely the same position as re- 
garded the sea that Queen's Road was in at the 
time the licenses for the Lotels there were 
granted. 

‘There was no police objection, but Mr. Slade 
appeared to object on behalf of a number of 
Chinese shopkeepers in the street and also on 
behalf of the proprietor of the Colonial Hotel. 
He observed that he did not wish to say any- 
thing against Mr. Grimble’s charaster, but he 
sugyested that the locality was one eminently 
unsuited for a public-house. 

The application was refused. 


“THE LAND WE LIVE IN HOTEL,” 

The third application was from Moritz 
Freimanno for permission to remove his licensed 
publican's business from houses Nos. 332 and 
and 334, Queen’s Road Central, to houses Nos. 
208 and 210, Queen's RoadeCentral, under the 
sign of “ Land We Live In Hotel.” 

a Brayne appeared for the applicant. LHe 
saill his client would have to leave his presant 
premises in June, his lease having expired, and 
he wauted to carry on at 20< and 210, Queen's 
tioad. His character was good and he believed 
there was no police objection. 

Mr. Slade objected on behalf of the shop- 
keepers in the locality, pointing out that there 
was only 150 yards between the Globe Hotel 
and the Central Hotel, and that it was proposed 
to put another licensed housa between. His 
cliants suggested that the applicant should go 
further west. 

The application was refused.

THE SANITARY IMPROVEMENT OF TNE CITY, 

The PRESIDENT said the first business be- 
fore them was: “ Adjourned discussion of a draft 
scheie for a Trust Corporation for the Sanitary 
Improvement of the Citv of Victoria, drawn 
up by a select committee of the Board ap- 
poiuted for that purpos: on Thursday, the 7th 
day of Deceaber, (899; also a copy of the 
Bombay Improvemeut Act of 1899." Ho had 
carefully read through the papers concerning 
this scheme. It appeared to him that the 
scheme was founded on ‘the Bombay Act, 
the leading feature of which was the financial 
arrangement. At Bombay they bad a million 
sterling to begin with before they took snvy 
measures at all. It was necessary if the scheme 
was to be carried ont on the same lines as the 
Bombay Act, that a body should be appointed 
who should’ see to the carrying out of the 
scheme. In Bombay there was first of all a 
chairman appointed, a capable man who devoted

the whole of his time to the work, and who: . a 


was paid 3.000 rupees a month. That was 
a larger salary than that: paid the Chief Justice 
of this Colony. There was also a certain sum 


of money—he thought 30 rupees, or about two . 


guineas per meeting—paid to each niember. 
The committee suggested that the Attorney: 
General, the Director of Public Works, the 
Principal Civil Medical Officer, the officer com- 
manding the Royal Engineers, the two members 
eleoted by the Chamber of Commerce, two jus- 
tices of the peace and three members nominated 
by the Governor should form this Trust. Before 
this course could be established it would be neces- 


sary to ascertain whether these gentlemen were ~- 


willing to act upon the Trust. ‘They were all men 
who had their time wholly occupied in other 
work. The Attorney-General, for instance,.was 
a man who devoted the whole of his time to the 
Government, and the Govérnment might insist 
upon his doing this work, -but an objection to 
the upointment of the Attorney-General occur- 
red to him, and it appeared to be an important 
one,and that was that he was practically the 
intermediary between the Government and the 
Trust, and he did not see how he could very 
well be a member of the Trust. As for the 


Director of Publio’ Works, as far as he could. 


understand, his, time was wholly occupied in 
carrying ont his own duties. ‘This was a very 
elaborate scheme and one which would occupy 
the attention and time of a body of men. who 
could give the whole‘of their time and duties 
to the special work. It appeared to him that ' 
the scheme required more elaboration and that 
this matter shoald be attended to before they 
sent it in to Governme -t. 

Mr..Funa Wa CHUEN observed that inas- 
much asthe majority of the taxes were paid 
by the Chinese he thourht there should tea 
Chinese representative on the Trust. 

- Dr. CLARK gaid that to be in order he thought 

the Board should first have a resolution before 
them, either adopting or not adopting the 
report. As a member of the committee who 
drew up the report, in the absence of the 
chairman of that committee he begged to move 
that the report be adopted and forwarded “to 
the Governor for favourable consideration, and 
that if the principle ba approved it be referred 
buck to the Board for such elaboration as may be 
considered necessary. They as a committee did 
not go into details in drawiug up the report, 
bucause those details must necessarily be left 
until the principle was accepted. Tho principle 
was a very grave one. It meant the alienation 
of a very considerable proportion of the revenue 
of the colony to a certain definite purpose, that 
purpose being the improvement of the sani- 
tary condition of the colony. Everyone 
admitted that their sanitary arrangements were 
very much in arrear. They wanted latrines, 
they wanted healthy homes, they wanted many 
other sanitary improvements which required @ 
very large amount of mgney, and unless the 
(Jovernment were prepared to set aside a sum 
of mouey to meet this expense he saw very little 
uxe in referring the whole scheme back to the 
sub-committee to elaborate. ‘I'hey proposed that 
five per cent. of all the rates collected in the 
colony and. whit was still more important, 25 
per cent. of the money realised by land sales 
suould be ulieuated for this specie! purpose. 
It had beeu customary be believed in past years 
to expend the revenue and not regard it ag 
capital, and one point that the committee went 
into aud considered very carefully wags the 
capitalisation of a portion at least of the revenue 
from land sales. ; :

RUSSIA'S POLICY IN THE FAR EABT. 

In touching upon Russia's policy in the Far 
East, Captain Anderson observed :— 

“ War with Russia is not a thing to be lightly 
undertaken and no seusible Britisher desires it. 
we covet rothing from Russia and our best 
interest is to be at peace with her and all the 
world. Unfortunately the political and military 
eloment in Russia do not view the matter as 
we do, in spite of the Peace Manifesto of 
the sensible young Tsar. Of course the Hague 
conference came to naught us predicted, but it is 
certain that provocation will not come from us. 
we sympathisa with the Japanese in the posi- 
tion they find themselves in, but whether we 
take up arms to help China and Japan against 
Russia is a matter of an entirely different co- 
lour which will call for all the highest skill of 
our statesmen to distinguish. 

“Let us glance at some of the reasons that 
lead soma people to hope fora direct up and 
down understanding with Russia. At the pre- 
sent time the antagonism between great Britain 
and Russia is the principle feature of the situa- 
tion, and has overshadowed the vendettu sup- 
posed to exist between France und Germany. 
Now. when it is attempted in sober earnest to 
find adequate reasons for such a feeling of 


- antagonism the task is found tu be by no means 


anensy one! For two huudred years Rus ia, in 
obedience to an universal law, has been striving 
for sea ports, aud h-r expansion has conformed 
to a universal law. Neither commercial or 
colonising rivalry exists between the two na- 
tions, there has been no violation of British 
territory, or territory we desire {0 possess, 
and Lord Salisbury has stated publicly that 
our policy in 1854 and 1878 was founded on a 
fallacy, There is a large section in Fogland 
in favour of an understanding with Russia aud 
at various times very cousiderable sympathy with 
the Russian people bas been manifested by our 
own people. The fundamental difference in 
the expansion of the two countries seems to be 
the only reason we can get bold of to account 
for the feeling of mutual antagonism which bes 
developed between them, and it is not wholly a 
satisfactory one. Sentiment, of course, has a 
deal to do with it and usually overturns reason, 
bnt it is really difficult to find a substantial 
grievance against Russia that could not be get 
over and arranged by business men, so that it 
ig not easy to comprehend why a direct under-

OUR TRADE WITH TRE PHILIPIINES.

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THE CHRONICLE AND DIRECTORY 
FOR 1900. 


The Chronicle and Directory has made its 
appearsoca somewhat later than usual. It 
seems to be compiled with the great care for 
which it has always been noted. The increase 
in bulk is this year greater than ever before. 
We notice seversl new features and additions 
in both the Chronicle and Directory portions. 


In the former appear for the first time the Re- 
gulations for Foreign Companies in Japan, 
Harbour Regulations for Japan, the Treaty 
betireen Russia and Siam, 1$99, and the Treaty 
between Russia and Groat Britain regarding 
their respective spheres of influence in China. 
To the Directory are added Tsin-tan, ocoupying 
four pages, Weibaiwei ovur three pages, Port 
Arthur, two pages, Peitaiho, two pages, also 
Talionwan, three new ports in Cores, Yoctow, 
aod Santu (Funingfu), as well as a description 
of and directory for the East Coast of Sumatra. 
The compiler requests us to give the following 
explanation of the causes which bave l-d to an 
unprecedented delay in the date of issue. 

“The compiler of the Chronicle aad Direc- 
‘tory feels that au apolory and explanation of 
the unusual delay in publication is called for. 
The book looks when complete] as if the work 
on it were simple enough, but it is an under- 
taking which requires a great deal of technical 
knowledge ard experience, and a capacity for 
giving the closest attention to iunumerable 
small aud tiresome details which is rarely to 
be found. So much is this the case that. the 
London Directoty has to train its staff fron 


boyhood, there being now working on that book

the third generation of one family. We this 
year lost the services, fhrough a long illness, of 
one assistant who has done no other work for 
saveral years thd assisting in preparing the 
Directory, and those who took up his porition of 
the compiling lacked the technical training. 
The consequent necessary revision of their 
work threw more on the other mombers: of 
the staff than they could possibly get through . 
wilbin the usual limit of time. An illustration 
of this may be given, as it will amuse Shanghai 
readers who koew the late lamented property 
owner and philanthropist, a gentleman whose 
keen business instinct and unselfish devotion to 
the cause of the poor, aud whose numerous 
charities, as well as his distinguished powera of 
oratory, guade him to Shanghai almost the 
exact counterpart of what the late esteemed 
Mr. Granville Sharp was to Hougkoug. The 
clerk who was writing up the list of residents 
from the Shanghai returns when he came to 
the Thomas Hanbury School put in, excusably 
perhaps, “Hanbury, ‘lhomas, schoolmaster, 
Shanghai.” Hundreds of similar instances 
might be quoted as showing that uo amount of 
extra axsistance could lessen the responsibilities 
of the permanent staff. who therefore had to 
fight ogaiust time. Then, although the usual 
increase was allowed for, the expansion this year 
has been much beyond that of former issues, 
there being ten new ports given and many 
additional firms and institutions added to the 
old ones, especially in North China and Mapila. 
There is anincrense of 2.500 names to the 
alphabetical list. Additional endeavours were 
mace to give the ontries as correctly as possible 
by much increasing the number of second and 
third applications sent ont, and that caused extra 
work and delay. An entirely new Postal Guide, 


‘consisting of thirty-two closely pone pages, 


many of: them tables, was not ready to be put in 
hand till very late, while many other ¢xceptional 
circamstances, which are not ily ever to 
come together agsiu in one year, combined to” 
upset the precautions taken to prevent delay..

This year four hundred more 
than last year have been prioted und there is 
already an indication that the supply will be 
exhausted in a week or two, 

“ As the book increases io bulk the difficu ties 
of compilation and of mechanical production in- 
crease, the supply of labour being limited and 
of very inferior quality, Many amusiug illustra- 
tions of these (difficulties might be given. Some 
people send their returns at the earliest moment 
when they know that by tha first of January it 
willbe misleading, but they neglect to notify 
the changes and then complain that the informa- 
tion given is incorrect. A firm, for instance,

The 28th February havisg bean fixed for the 
closing of the above fand, His Excellency Sir 
Hopry A. Blake, G.C.M.G, notitied through 
the| press that he would be glad to meot the 
subscribers yesterday at noon “at the Vouneil 
Chamber, to discuss the desirabi-ity or other- 
wise of leaving the distribution of the remaining 
potion of the fund still to be remittéd to the 
distretion of the Lord Mayor, instead vf send- 
iug the whole amount to the Sailors and 
Soldiers Families’ Fund in accordance with 
the resolution passed at the mevting held on 
the ¥7tb November to inaugurate the Fund.” 

At the time stated no one turned up bat 
His Excellency aud Viscount Suirdaleand Sir 
Thomas Jackson (the honorary trensurer). 
Subsequently the Bishop of Victoria (Dr. 
Hoare) putin ao appearance, and a meeting 
was got together by calling iu the -Gorernment 
officials on the premises. 

Sir THomas Jackson said His Excellency 
had asked him to state the amount vow in band. 
The previous evening it was justa little in excess 
of $150,010, including the $34.000 vated by the 
Government. Already £7,5':0 had been remitted 
to the credit of the Sailors and Soldiers Families’, 
Fund. There still remainel abont £7.400 to be 
remitted, and His Excelleney would Jaddress 
them as to what was to be done with this sum. 

His ExceLt.ency said it bal been found that 
the money eubscribed specially for the Sailors 
and Soldiers Families’ Fund up to the present 
was quite equal to any calls which would be 
made npon it. Probably they were aware that 
the Lord Mayor of London hud requested that 
the distribution of funds remitted iu the fature 
should be left at his discretion, as there were 
several funds in England all arising out of the 
war —onedealing with sick and wounded soldiers. 
In accordance with the wish of the Lord Mayor 
it was proposed that the disburrement of the 
remainder of the money, including the $50,000 
voted by the Government, should be left to the 


‘discretion of the Lord Mayor.

The CuatgMan said—Gentlemen,—Tho re- 
port and accounts which have- been in your 
ands for some days we will, with your permis- 
sion, take as‘ read. Your directors are mach’ 
gratified at being able to place before you such 
an excellent report for the_half year, giving 
undoubted evidence of our great earning power 
and continued prosperity. You will observe that 
the net sum available for appropriation, inoludin 
the amount bronght forward, is $817,931.1

our earning power in engineering and shipbuild, 
ing, and enable the Company to undertake many 
contracts which otherwise would go to other 
ports. The estimated cost of.these moat desir. 
able improvemsnts will be over $600,000 and 
they will be effected without interfering to any 
great extent with onr ordinary business. 
It is found far more economical in the 
long run to replace a worn out machine with 
one of modern construction rather than to do it 
up; even if the repairs can be carried ont at a 
comparatively slight cost. Your directors feel 
strongly that the introduction of the most 
modern tvols into all the branches of. our 
establishments is « necessity, aud although the 
step we are taking will be costly, on the other 
hand the incomparaUle advantages to be derived 
from the economy in time and labour will 
eventually compensate for the large outlay, - 
The new centrifugal pumps referred to in the 
last report havo been fitted to our No. 2 
Dock at Kowloon, and they are found to act’ 
most admirably, the dock being now pumped 
out in two and a half hours instead of six as 
formerly. The work of lengthening the No. 1 
dock to 576 feet has bean completed at a com- 
paratively small cost, and the company is able 
to accommodate the large vessels now in course 
of construction for the Pacific trade. The 
three American cruisers that were raised in 
Manila Bay are now practically completed, the 
Isla de Lusm having gone through all the 
official trials in a very satisfactory manner has 
been put into commission.

Tientsin, 16th February. 

Tho pexssimistio fears of natives and foreigners 
alike have not been justified by the events of 
the New Year. So faris Kwang Hsu from 
dethronement positive and final that the 
Legations have been notified that the usual 
New Year audience will c:me off next week. 
Last year the cereamouy was omitted ou allewed 
account of His Majesty's health; this yea~ ic 
is probably coming off as the best possible 
advertisement that Kwang Sen as alill a living 
entity though a political and regal nonentity. 
The absurd rubbish that has been flying round 
Peking and Tientein duriog the past six weeks 
as Court news requires emphatic contradiction, 
aud the audience to the foreiga ministers offers 
the best means of dividing it. Hongkong readers 
will do well to discount heavily the Peking 
news of native corruspondents sent to the 
Tientsin and Shanghai press. -These gentle- 
men are truthful and enterprising enough ; it 
is only their judgment that ir at fault. They 
mistake their fears for faots, and thay too 
faithfully reflect the panic of their environment. 
When it is not Palace sedition, it is the Boxers 
or Big Swords. ‘l'his week we had the parsi- 
mony of the Dowager as our Canard ; last week 
it was the imminent death of Kwang Han. 
Truly the old women of both sexes have been 
having a graud time of late: three days ago 
we, the foreiguers of Tientsin, were to be 
attacked on the Lantern Festival by the I-Ho- 
(b‘ian who were swarming up into Pekiog 
and Tientsin in disguise. Thr alarmista had 
their reward in that they succeeded in raising 
‘the fears of a few women and many children, as 
8 matter of fact, in both cities. ‘Lhe first full 
moon of the new year passed over with less 
than the usual display of urbane rowdyism 
-collected. ( ur city has a fairly big of hooli- 
gans but the Taotii notified by proclamation 
that all the well-disposed would do well to abide 
by the'traffic rules or stay at home, and the 
result was that the usual processions were very 
tame affairs. Last new year one or two of our 
German neighbours were up in rickshaws to 
eee the shows, and were hustled about by the 


- poughs and police, not qua foreigners, but qua 
- Yichshaw-ridera in congested streets. 


The 
resented it and there was a big Bow-street eas 
nextday. The Taotai kindly senta note to the 
foreign consuls, begging them to notify their 
nationals to keyp out of the city for the fes- 

_tival days, unless business was urgent, in 
which case he would pro ide protecticn. 
Some asinine critics construed this sensible 

_notica as a confirmation of their worst fears. 

To sum up the position of afiairs in Peking as

Before the informal sanction 
of International Law grew up. these rewards 
were part and parcel of high international policy. 
Spain over and over again put rewards on 
Willam the Silent’s head, and on Queen 
Elizabeth's murder, bat for the last 250 years 
such proceedings have been reprobated by all 
Governments, though, Napoleon was more than 
once suspe-ted of secret recourse tothem. Tho 
edict is said to have no limitations, such as 
seizure or death on Chinese Soil.

Canton, 24th February. 

It is reported here that H.E. Li Hang-ohang 
intends to institute a board consisting of several 
wetyuen or depaty officials, to inquire into the 
reason .of the cearness of provisions, and in 
fuct of everything else as wall, in the Canton 
markets—a fact which renders the life of the 
inhabitants a very hard one—and to trace the 
sources from which the commodities come, with 
aview to despatching officials to the various 
localities where the food-supplies and other 
necessities are produced, to buy them up and to 
sell them at a reasonable rate. Orders have 
been given to the Provincial Treasurer and to 
the two generals in command of the native 
regiments to take the matter in hand at once. 
The step would be a most excellent one, as if 
properly carried out it would relieve the pre- 
vailing waut caused by high pric -s and scarcity 
of money, 

Bat on the other hand it opens a door to an- 
other form of squeeze ; for instance, the weiyuen 
and other petty officials in charge of. this matter 
would arrange to buy the coarse provisions at 
cheap rates, charging to the government some- 
thing over and above the actual price, and then 
sell them to the ple at a high ase thus 
making a profit from both sides. The Chinese 
h.vea saying “while the two ends are starved 
the middle grows fata.” 

On scoount of the numerous robberies daily 
taking place in Canton, H.E. Li Hung-chang 
has given orders to the Commandants of 
the different regiments to keep strong’ patrol 
in evary strect; each street is divided into 
several beats, and each boat is to be patrolled 
strictly by a soldier for four hours, and 
(hen angther will take his turn, and‘so on 
duriug day acd cight. Upon being an alarm 
given the soldiers are, it is laid down, to give 
chase and surround the thief or thieves, and who- 
ever arrests a thiof will get a reward.

All the shops in the Tan-Po and Pak-Lai 
market places, in the Fa-un district, have been 
closed since the 17th instant on account of the 
robbers demanding blackmail from thom under 
threat of burning and plundering the shops in 
case of refusal. ‘The shop people, being oz. 
tremely afraid of the robbers but unable to com- 
ply with their request, were obliged to close 
their shops, so that business in these markets ia 
now at a stand-still. The circumstances /iave 
been brought to the knowledge of Viceroy 
Li Huog-Chang, who at once sent 500 
soldiers, under the command of a military 
offcer named Pak, to restore peace. On the 
21st inet. the soldiers met a large band of rob-

REEORM IN THE CIVIL AND COMMERCIAL 
CODES.~—BUSINESS MEN COMMUNIGATER . 
WITH WASHINGTON,—SOME INCON- 
SIBTENCIES AND VEXATIONS, 

After moze than a year of endless discussion 
and daily complaints, matters seem to be coming 
toa head on the question of the present civil 
and commercial codes, The American Cham- 
ber of Commerce has been most active in agitat- 
{ng these important questions and a few days 
ago a telegram, authorized by the principal 
American merchants, was rent on to the Go- 
vernment Department at Washington. The 
commurication asked for the substitution of 
American laws and also for an investigation of 
the existing conditions and a hearing for the 
merchants. 

As a matter of fact, the tariff and laws relat- 
ing thereto are in many cases 80 excessive and 
stringent that American goods are unable to 
compete with those of other countries, in spite 
of the circnmstance that the islands are Ameri- 
can territory. In the Customs House and the 
godowns of a large importing firm there are to- 
day thousands of cases of American canned pork 
ani beans, fruits and vegetables. They cannot 
be put on the marke’ as the duties place them be- 
yond the reach of the consumers. Goods of this 
olass. the necasaries of life, are dutiable according 
to weight ; thus several cans of pdlé de foie gras 
can be Janded for the same price as one can of 
tomatoes or, say, cheese, while the selling price 
of the luxury is vastly larger than that of the 
necessary. Again the Spanish system now 
operative is exceedingly limited in field, and 
hundreds of articles are not enumerated, a state 
of affairs giving large opportunities for favori- 
tism. I do not accuse the authorities of this, 
but it is a fact that wheo goods are not listed 
and therefore left to the discretion of the officer 
in charge there will always be grounds for com- 
plaint among importers. These conditions are 
exceedingly vexatious, to say the laast, and it is 
a common saying, though perhaps somewbat 
exaggerated, that a merchant of any nationality 
has a better opportunity to do business than an 
American business man. 

~ AMERICANS LOOK FQR PREFERENCE, 

Naturally a large percentage of the ameri- 
can business community look for a preference 
over foreign competiturs, rather than to be 
placed at a dis.dvantage. As it is at pre- 
gent, German. and Chinese goods with lower 
rates of freight are cheaper to market than 
superior goods grown or mined and manufac- 
tured in the United States, simply on acconnt 
of the duties. 

Merchants complain bitterly against the un- 
just dud inconsistent system of the duties. For 
instance the other day a man imported a num- 
ber of American made iron and steel safes, the 
cost value of which was $1.70 Mexican cur- 
rency. The duty amounted to $810 Mexican 


" ourrency, for 1t was levied according to weight. 


Should a person wish toitis possible to impart 
200 bisycles ‘luxuries reqniring skilled work- 
manship) and pay twenty-six times less duty; at 
the somes time tte bicycles could be sold accord- 
ing to market prices for many times the selling 
price of the safes. ‘These exumples are enough to 
show that things are not as they should be, and 
a reform is earnestly to be desired. 
SPANISH CIVIL CODE INANEQUATES, 
The Spanish “ivil Code is especially odions 
to persons accustomed to living under Ameri- 
ean rule. In many ways it is not applicable 
to the American form of government and 
~ereates endless friction and misunderstand- 
ing. The codes of procedure were bad 
even under the Spanish rale, and expensive 
and slow in cperation. The whole system 
- placed excessive power in the hands of a few 
officials, to the disadvantage of the citizens 
Mysterious transactions, long delays, and large 
and frequent bills seem to be the principal ele- 
ments; thongh if a person should devote his 
entire time and energy to civil departments 
he might find some redeeming features, but this 
sort of thing is not calculated to bring joy to 
the heart or cash to the pocket of the average 
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business man. As 8 prominent merchant told 
me to-day—" You never know just where you 
are or just when a bill will be presented to you; 
just as soon as a person settles down to arrange

FURYHEK DETAILS OF THE 
FRONTIER OUTRAGE. 


We regret to report, says the Rangoon Gazette, 
that a very serious outrage was. perpetrated on 
tho Sth instant, Major Kiddle, R. A. M.C., ino 
medical charge of the British portion of the 
Burmo-Chinese Boundary Commission, aud 
Mr. A. B. Sutherland, Extra Assistant Com- 
missioner, on special duty with the Commission, 
being killed, and Mr. G. J. L. Litton, Her 
Majesty's Consul at Szumao, wounded. No 
details have been received beyond the fact that 
the crime took place at Monghem, which is not 
marked on any of the ma:s, but which is presum- 
ably in longitude 99-15 E. and 23-30 N. It is 
not stated by whomn the attack was made, but 
there can be no doubt it was by the Las or 
Wild Was, who recently attacked Mr. Bag- 
shawe's railway survey party not far from 
Kunleng. Mr. Litton’s injury is painful bat 
not dangerous. The bodies of Major Kiddle 
and Mr. Sutherland have been recovered. Mr. 
Scott, the British Commissioner, and General 
Liu, the Chinese Commissioner, are concerting 
measures for the punishment of the guilty par- 
ties. 

Major Walter Kiddle was a few days short 
36 years of age and bad nearly fourteen years’ 
service in tha Royal Army Medical Corps. 
Mr. A. B. Sutherland was thirty years of aye 
and had nearly eleven years’ rervice. He was 
appointed Inspector of Police in 1889 and three 
years ago was appoiuted Extra Assistant Com- 
missioner. He had been stationed in the Sonth- 
ern Shan States for some time past and was 
attached to the Boundary Commmission as Po- 
litical Officer in November last. 

The following Press Note has been issued : 
Mr. Scott wires that on the 9th Major Kiddle, 
R.A.M.C., and Mr. Sutherland, Extra Assist- 
aht Commissioner. who were on duty with the 
cocked Phage roeon were murdered at Mon- 
ghem. r. Litton, Consul for Szumao, who 
also is on duty with the Commission, wuss 
wounded. Mr. Littou’s wound is painful buat 
not severe. The bodies of Major Kiddle and 
Mr. Sutherland have been recovered.
